On October 20, 2017, the Attorney General of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, by 

and through his Office of Rate Intervention ("Attorney General"}, filed a motion to waive a 

formal hearing and for leave to submit comments ("Attorney General's Motion to Waive"). 

Kentucky Frontier Gas, LLC ("Frontier'') filed its Response to Attorney General's Motion 

("Frontier's Response") on October 25, 2017, wherein Frontier objected to the Attorney 

General's request to file comments in lieu of a hearing. On October 26, 2017, the 

Commission, on its own motion, issued an Order scheduling a hearing for November 21, 

2017, at 9:00a.m. Eastern Standard Time, at the offices of the Public Service Commission 

at 211 Sower Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky. The Attorney General tendered a letter on 

October 31, 2017, withdrawing his Motion to Waive, and stated that he will fully participate 

in the hearing and file a post-hearing brief if requested. Therefore, the Commission finds 

that the Attorney General's Motion to Waive, as well as Frontier's Response, has been 

rendered moot. 

On October 31, 2017, Frontier filed a motion to reschedule the hearing scheduled 

for November 21, 2017 ("Frontier's Motion to Reschedule"). Frontier states that Steve 

Shute, Frontier's managing member and primary witness, resides in Colorado and will be 



out of the country from November 7, 2017, until November 19, 2017. Frontier argues that 

due to Mr. Shute's scheduled trip, it would be problematic for him to adequately prepare 

for the hearing and travel to Kentucky for the November 21 , 2017 hearing. 

The Commission , having considered Frontier's Motion to Reschedule, finds that 

good cause exists to reschedule the hearing for November 27, 2017, at 10:00 a.m. Eastern 

Standard Time , at the offices of the Public Service Commission at 211 Sower Boulevard, 

Frankfort, Kentucky. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that: 

1. The Attorney General's Motion to Waive is denied as moot. 

2. Frontier's Motion to Reschedule is granted, and the hearing is rescheduled 

for November 27, 2017, at 10:00 a.m. Eastern Standard Time , at the offices of the Public 

Service Commission at 211 Sower Boulevard, Frankfort, Kentucky. 

3. All other provisions of the Commission's July 28 , 2017 Order that are not in 

conflict with this Order are still in effect. 

4. Nothing contained herein shall prevent the Commission from entering further 

Orders in this matter.
